Second wave of tornados 
ravages central US 


TNO holding first symposium 
on green energy 



CHICAGO (AFP) - A second 
wave of tornados tore across 
the central United States Fri¬ 
day leaving a trail of damage 
as residents were recovering 
from a string of twisters that 
killed 13 people earlier in the 
week. 

Some 17 tornados were re¬ 
ported in Alabama, Ten¬ 
nessee and Illinois by Friday 
afternoon, bringing the 
week's total to 65, though not 
all were confirmed. 

More could be on their 
way as a "particularly dan¬ 
gerous" tornado watch was 
set to continue until 9:00 pm 
Friday (0200 GMT Saturday) 
in Indiana, Kentucky and 
Ohio and 6:00 pm (2200 
GMT) Friday in Illinois, In¬ 
diana, and Missouri. 

"This is a particularly dan¬ 
gerous situation," the national 
weather service warned. 

"Destructive tornadoes, 
large hail to 2.5 inches (6.4 
centimeters), thunderstorm 
wind gusts to 70 miles (112 
kilometers) per hour and dan¬ 
gerous lightening are possi¬ 
ble." 

Most of Friday's tornadoes 
were reported in Alabama's 
Madison county, where 
houses were destroyed, trees 
and power lines were 


knocked down and cars 
tossed about. 

The weather service re¬ 
ported "people trapped in 
rubble with injuries," but no 
fatalities were reported by 
Friday afternoon. 

This latest outbreak of 
twisters comes as people 
were still picking through 
rubble left behind by a series 
of twisters which struck six 
states on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

The town of Harrisburg, 
Illinois was the hardest hit 
after it was ripped apart by a 
deadly twister that stayed on 
the ground for miles Wednes¬ 
day, killing at least six people 
and injuring more than 100. 

Some 545 people were 
killed by tornadoes in 2011, 
which was the deadliest tor¬ 
nado season since 1936 and 
the third worst on record, ac¬ 
cording to the national 
weather service. 

This year, the tornados 
seem to have come a bit early 
with the mild winter creating 
the right conditions for cold 
fronts to slam into warmer 
air. Peak tornado season in 
the southern states is usually 
March through May, and in 
the northern states late spring 
to early summer.

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Indonesian 
women get 
husbands 1 pay 
to stop affairs 

GORONTALO (AFP) - 
Thousands of male In¬ 
donesian civil servants 
had their monthly pay 
transferred to their wives’ 
bank accounts this week in 
a bid by a local govern¬ 
ment to stop men having 
affairs. 

The Gorontalo admin¬ 
istration on northern Su¬ 
lawesi island issued the 
recommendation early 
this year to its 3,200 civil 
servants, saying it would 
help control funds usually 
spent on mistresses. 

"Men are usually un¬ 
able to control their be¬ 
haviour if they have too 
much money in their 
pocket," government 
spokesman Rifly Katili 
told AFP. 

"I f m pretty sure this 
will eliminate the possibil¬ 
ity of love affairs that un¬ 
dermine families." 

About 90 percent of the 
workers are voluntarily 
taking part in the initia¬ 
tive, Katili said. 

"This kind of initiative 
will also empower the em¬ 
ployees’ wives to learn 
about household budget 
management," he said. 

Katili said many wives 
had complained to the 
governor that their hus¬ 
bands withheld how much 
they earned, typically be¬ 
tween one and four million 
rupiah ($110-$440) a 
month. 

Katili did not know 
how many civil servants 
had cheated on their 
wives. 

"Unfortunately, we 
never researched that."

SEOUL - North Korea Friday 
renewed threats to launch a 
"sacred war" against South 
Korea, indicating cross-border 
ties will remain icy despite Py¬ 
ongyang’s surprise nuclear 
deal with Seoul’s close ally 
Washington. 

The North's agreement to 
freeze some nuclear and mis¬ 
sile activities in return for mas¬ 
sive US food aid has raised 
cautious hopes of eased ten¬ 
sions under its new young 
leader Kim Jong-Un. 

In statements released late 
Wednesday announcing the 
deal, both Pyongyang and 
Washington pledged to work 
for better relations. 

But Friday's comments 
from the North's supreme mil¬ 
itary command struck a differ¬ 
ent tone with the South. 

The command accused 
South Korean troops of dis¬ 
playing slogans or placards 
slandering the North's top lead¬ 
ers at their barracks, shooting 
ranges and other military facil¬ 



ities. 

The soldiers "openly slan¬ 
dered and defamed the dignity 
of the supreme leadership of 
the DPRK (North Korea) after 
creating a touch-and-go situa¬ 
tion", it said in a statement on 
the official news agency. 

The command vowed to 
"mercilessly" wipe out anyone 
who "slightly insults and de¬ 
fames" the dignity of the 
North's supreme leadership. 

Pyongyang made similar 
threats last year when South 
Korean reservists were found 
to be using pictures of the rul¬ 
ing Kim dynasty as rifle-range 
targets. The South says that 
practice has been stopped. 

Pyongyang has taken a con¬ 
sistently hostile tone towards 
Seoul since Jong-Un took over 
after his father Kim Jong-11 
died of a heart attack on De¬ 
cember 17. 

Last Saturday it threatened 
a "sacred war" over US-South 
Korean joint military drills, de¬ 
scribing them as a "silent dec¬ 
laration of war". 

The North vows never to 
deal with the South's conserva¬ 
tive leaders, accusing them of 
trying to spark a war and re¬ 
jecting appeals for dialogue. 
On Friday it compared them to 
"a mad dog getting more fero¬ 
cious before meeting its end". 

But Seoul's Unification 
Minister Yu Woo-Ik told a 
forum Friday: "We urge North 
Korea again to quickly re¬ 
spond to our proposal for dia¬ 
logue." 

Under the North's agree¬ 
ment with the United States, 
the communist state promised 
to suspend a uranium enrich¬ 
ment programme and declare a 
moratorium on nuclear and 
long-range missile tests. It 
would also re-admit UN nu¬ 
clear inspectors. 

The United States said it 
would provide the impover¬ 
ished and hungry country with 


240,000 tonnes of food in¬ 
tended for young children and 
pregnant women. 

The disarmament talks have 
been stalled for some three 
years. The disclosure in No¬ 
vember 2010 of the North's en¬ 
richment programme, which 
could give it a second path to 
an atomic bomb, has lent ur¬ 
gency to the diplomacy. 

The United States and its al¬ 
lies had demanded a shutdown 
of the programme as one pre¬ 
condition for reviving the six- 
party forum. 

Washington had also called 
on Pyongyang to improve ties 
with Seoul, although the State 
Department made no mention of 
this in its statement Wednesday. 

Amid the latest progress, 
the United States said North 
Korea's top nuclear negotiator 
Ri Yong-Ho would pay a rare 
visit next week for talks at a 
US university. 


SEATTLE (AFP) - The Re¬ 
publican race to choose the 
party's White House candidate 
moves today to Washington 
state, in the last stop before the 
nation's vote bonanza on 
Super Tuesday next week. 

The far northwestern US 
state bordering Canada is tra¬ 
ditionally a Democratic bas¬ 
tion, but also has lots of 
self-described independent 
voters who can take part in the 
Republican caucuses, poten¬ 
tially skewing the results. 

Mitt Romney, who has re¬ 
gained his frontrunner status 
after defeating surging Chris¬ 
tian conservative Rick Santo- 
rum in two polls earlier this 
week, got a boost on the eve of 
the weekend Washington cau¬ 
cuses. 

The latest Public Policy 
Polling (PPP) survey gave the 
lead in Washington state to 
Romney with 37 percent 
against 32 percent for former 
Pennsylvania senator Santo- 
rum, 16 percent for Ron Paul, 
and 13 percent for Newt Gin¬ 
grich. 

Romney, campaigning in 
the Evergreen State on Friday, 
trained his fire exclusively on 
President Barack Obama, re¬ 
turning to his frontrunner 
strategy of rising above his 
Republican rivals' fray. 

Although in past races 
Washington state has largely 


BERLIN(AFP) - German pros¬ 
ecutors Friday searched the 
home of former president 
Christian Wulff, who resigned 
on February 17 after allega¬ 
tions of corruption and a dodgy 
home loan, police said.

The latest PPP poll was a 
turnaround from two weeks 
ago, when Santorum — who 
scored a hat-trick of wins last 
month in Colorado, Minnesota 
and Missouri ~ led with 38 per¬ 
cent to Romney's 27 percent. 

The Washington caucuses - 
- which are non-binding — 
come just days before Super 
Tuesday, when 10 states will 
vote for their Republican can¬ 
didate, who will be crowned at 
a party convention in August. 

In the topsy-turvy battle to 
decide which Republican can¬ 
didate will take on Obama, 
Romney has now won six 
states, Santorum four and for¬ 
mer House speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich one.

Bodies of Western journalists 
Identified in Damascus

DAMASCUS (AFP) - The 
remains of two Western jour¬ 
nalists killed in Syria, Amer¬ 
ican reporter Marie Colvin 
and French photographer 
Remi Ochlik, were Friday 
taken from the besieged city 
of Homs to the capital where 
they were identified, an AFP 
correspondent said. 

A three-vehicle convoy of 
one car and two Syrian Arab 


Red Crescent ambulances ar¬ 
rived at the Assad University 
Hospital in Damascus at 
around 1845 GMT. 

French Ambassador Eric 
Chevallier and his Polish 
counterpart Michal 

Murkocinski, who represents 
US interests following the 
closure of the American em¬ 
bassy in Syria, identified the 
two bodies at the hospital. 


The step was necessary in 
order to allow the remains of 
the journalists to be repatri¬ 
ated. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy on Friday an¬ 
nounced the closure of Paris's 
embassy in Damascus and 
Chevallier's imminent return 
home. 

Colvin, 56, worked for 
Britain's Sunday Times and 
28-year-old Ochlik was in 
Syria for the photo agency he 
co-founded, IP3 Press. They 
were killed when a makeshift 
press centre in the rebel-held 
Homs district of Baba Amr 
was hit on February 22. 

Three other Western jour¬ 
nalists were wounded in the 
attack, including Colvin's 
British photographer col¬ 
league Paul Conroy and 
French reporter Edith Bou- 
vier of Le Figaro and French 
photographer William 
Daniels. 

Bouvier and Daniels were 
flown to Paris on Friday fol¬ 
lowing their evacuation from 
Homs where they had been 
trapped for days under 
regime bombardment. 

Conroy was in hospital in 
Britain, where he returned a 
couple of days ago after 
being smuggled to Febanon 
on Tuesday. 

Paris prosecutors on Fri¬ 
day opened a preliminary 
murder probe into the attack 
on the media centre in Baba 
Amr. 

A judicial source said that 
one of the inquiry's first ob¬ 
jectives would be to gather 
data that would allow the for¬ 
mal identification of Ochlik's 
body so it could be returned 
to France.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
Prince Johan Friso, brain-dam- 
aged and in a coman after 
being caught by an avalanche 
in Austria last month, was 
transferred to a London hospi¬ 
tal Thursday, the palace said. 

"His Royal Highness Prince 
Friso arrived today in London, 
where he has been living for 
many years," a statement said. 

"Wellington hospital was 
recommended by experts. 
Considering his condition, 
Prince Friso will receive the 
best possible treatment there," 
the palace added. 

Queen Beatrix, and the 
prince's wife and two daugh¬ 
ters, also flew to London, the 
palace said. 

The 43-year-old has been in 
intensive care in hospital in 
Innsbruck since being buried 
by an avalanche in the Austrian 
Alps on February 17. Doctors 
said last week he may never re¬ 
gain consciousness. 

"It can't be said with cer¬ 
tainty at this point whether 
Prince Friso will ever regain 
consciousness again," accord¬ 
ing to Wolfgang Roller, head 
of the trauma unit at Innsbruck 
University Hospital. 

"In any case, a neurological 
rehabilitation will be required 
that will take months, if not 
years." 

The father-of-two, the sec¬ 
ond son of Queen Beatrix, was 
skiing off-piste in the Lech re¬ 


sort with a friend when the av¬ 
alanche struck. 

At the time the avalanche 
alert level was at the second 
highest, posing a particular 
risk away from the prepared 
ski slopes. 

The Dutch royal family had 
been vacationing in Lech, 
where it regularly spends its 
skiing holiday, when the acci¬ 
dent happened, and members 
of the family made daily visits 
to the prince's bedside.

When customers call at her 
small Paris shop, they always 
ask "is it really gluten-free?"

And they are 
very emotional, they start to 
eat the cakes and we have 
some people who are moved to

EU breast 
cancer 
deaths 'to 
drop 9% in 
2012 ' 

(AFP) - The number of 
women dying from breast 
cancer in the European Union 
is expected to drop by nine 
percent this year thanks to ad¬ 
vances in treatments, re¬ 
searchers said on Wednesday. 

In the 20-49 age group 
specifically, the death rate 
in 2012 will fall by as 
much as 13 percent, the 
Italian-Swiss study found. 

Breast cancer is the 
leading cause of female 
cancer deaths in the EU, 
accounting for 15 percent 
of all cancer deaths. 

There will be nearly 1.3 
million deaths from all 
forms of cancer in the EU 
this year, researchers esti¬ 
mate -- 717,398 men and 
565,703 women. 

Overall cancer death 
rates will be 139 per 
100,000 men and 85 per 
100,000 women in 2012, a 
fall of 10 and seven per¬ 
cent respectively compared 
to 2007 data. 

Deaths from lung cancer 
are continuing to rise 
among women but declin¬ 
ing among men for whom 
it is the deadliest cancer. 

Rates of pancreatic can¬ 
cer are rising among both 
men and women, a finding 
which surprised the study 
authors given the decline 
in smoking.

'Go to hell Barack': Row over 
Washington Metro ad 



(AFP) - In the heat of a US 
presidential election year, 
with Americans immune to 
the polarized and bitter nature 
of political discourse, it takes 
a lot to shock them, espe¬ 
cially in Washington. 

But one ad at a DC Metro 
station — which starts off crit¬ 
icizing Obama's health care 
reforms and ends up telling 
the president to "go to hell" - 
- goes beyond the pale, says 
Jim Moran, a Democratic 
congressman from Virginia. 

The advertisement is for 
"Sick and Sicker: When the 
Government Becomes Your 
Doctor," a documentary that 
interviews Canadian doctors 
and patients in the hope of 
showing how dangerous 
"Obamacare" is for the 
American people. 

"Barack Obama wants 
politicians and bureaucrats to 
control America’s entire 
medical system. Go to hell 
Barack," the ad says.

(AFP) - The supreme court of 
Virginia on Friday ruled in 
favor of a prominent climate 
scientist, blocking a two-year 
bid by state officials to get ac¬ 
cess to his university emails 
and grant materials. 

The case was brought by 
state attorney general Ken 
Cuccinelli, a skeptic of global 
warming, against the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia where well 
known climate scientist 
Michael Mann taught from 
1999 to 2005. 

Cuccinelli had tried to ob¬ 
tain Mann's communications 
relating to grants he received 
to conduct climate science re¬ 
search, alleging there may 
have been data manipulated to 
show a rise in global tempera¬ 
tures linked to fossil fuel use. 


Richard Sarles calling for the 
removal of the advertisement. 

"The ad is deeply disre¬ 
spectful of the President of 
the United States and does 
not belong in the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) net¬ 
work," he wrote. 

It turns out that such lan¬ 
guage is within the accepted 
limits of American law and 
such advertisements are pro¬ 
tected under the First Amend¬ 
ment of the US constitution, 
guaranteeing free speech. 


The attorney general 
sought the information — 
which would have included re¬ 
search drafts, handwritten 
notes and emails — via what is 
known as a "civil investigative 
demand" under the state's 
Fraud Against Taxpayers Act. 

But the Virginia supreme 
court came down on the uni¬ 
versity's side, saying Cuc- 
cinelli's bid had no legal 
standing because the univer¬ 
sity was neither a "person" nor 
a "corporation" under the act 
and therefore could not be 
probed. 

Also, Cuccinelli "did not 
sufficiently state what the at¬ 
torney general suspected Dr. 
Mann did that was 'false or 
fraudulent,'" the ruling said. 

The Union of Concerned 
Scientists hailed the ruling and 
said Cuccinelli was part of a 
"small but vocal minority in a 
pointless and costly investiga¬ 
tion." 

"We applaud the high court 
for reaffirming that Mr Cuc¬ 
cinelli didn't have a legal leg 
to stand on in his pursuit of 
Mann's and other scientists' 
private correspondence," said 
Michael Halpern, program 
manager for the UCS scien¬ 
tific integrity program.

Virginia high court rules in 
favor of climate scientist 


Liquid battery could 
charge green energy 



(AFP) - Engineering profes¬ 
sor Donald Sadoway on 
Thursday used an old-school 
chalk board at the prestigious 
TED gathering to write the 
formula for a liquid battery 
that could one day cut the 
need for new power plants. 

"The way things stand, 
electricity demand must be in 
constant balance with sup¬ 
ply," Sadoway told the tech- 
savvy audience in southern 
California. 

Inexpensive batteries 
made from liquid metal 
could store electricity from 
solar panels, wind farms, or 
existing generation facilities 
and save it for when it is 
most needed. 

That would be a major 
change from today's con- 
sume-it-now-or-lose-it sys¬ 
tems. 

"The battery is the en¬ 
abling device here," he said. 
"With it we could draw elec¬ 
tricity from the sun even 
when the sun doesn't shine." 

Sadoway and his team of 
students at Massachusetts In¬ 


stitute of Technology were 
so confident in their creation 
that they started Liquid 
Metal Battery Corporation 
and plan to have bistro-table 
size models out in two years. 

Microsoft co-founder 
Bill Gates is among the 
company's backers. 

The company plans to 
eventually bring to market a 
liquid battery the size of a 40- 
foot shipping container and 
capable of holding enough 
electricity to serve the daily 
needs of 200 typical US 
households. 

"You could have these bat¬ 
teries in the basements of 
buildings drinking up power 
in the wee hours," Sadoway 
said. 

"It means we don't have to 
build more plants, power 
lines just for peak use," he 
continued. "The limits are 
way out there, not only in 
terms of what it can do for re¬ 
newables." 

The key metals in the bat¬ 
tery are common vanadium 
and magnesium, the profes¬ 
sor explained as he chalked a 
basic chemical equation on 
the board.

Oil falls after Saudi 
pipeline fire rumor 
doused 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices reversed course Friday 
after Thursday's rumor of a 
Saudi pipeline fire sent crude 
soaring. 

After the Saudis, the 
world’s largest exporters of 
crude, denied the rumors, 
prices sank in all major mar¬ 
kets. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
crude for delivery in April, 
shed $2.14 to $106.70 per 
barrel, one day after hitting a 
nine-month high at $110.55. 

In Fondon, Brent North 
Sea for April dived $2.55 to 
$123.65 per barrel. 

The Brent contract had 
surged on Thursday to 
$128.40 — the highest level 
since July 23, 2008 — after an 
Iranian media report of a 
pipeline fire in Saudi Arabia. 

"The jump in price was 
prompted by an Iranian 
media report of an oil 
pipeline explosion in Saudi 
Arabia," said Commerzbank 
analyst Carsten Fritsch. 

"Even if the original story 
came from Iran and no doubt 
was spread deliberately, the 
market clearly believes there 


to be an increased risk of sup¬ 
ply shortfalls," he added. 

A slight pullback in saber-rat¬ 
tling over Iran from the US and 
Israel also helped prices ease. 

US President Barack 
Obama warned against any 
premature military action 
against Iran over its alleged 
nuclear weapons program, 
saying Tehran was feeling the 
pressure of severe sanctions 
and isolation. 

"The only way historically 
that a country has ultimately 
decided not to get nuclear 
weapons without constant 
military intervention has been 
when they themselves take 
[nuclear weapons] off the 
table," he told The Atlantic 
magazine. 

At the same time, Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu, in Canada ahead of 
meetings in Washington with 
Obama next week, said his 
government would not pres¬ 
ent "red lines" to the US for 
military action against Iran. 

Both though clearly re¬ 
served a military option, with 
Obama saying all options re¬ 
mained possible and warning 
"I don't bluff." 


Jeffrey Sachs seeks World Bank's 
top job 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Economist Jeffrey Sachs 
threw his hat into the ring to 
become the next president of 
the World Bank Friday, say¬ 
ing it needs a development 
expert like himself rather 
than a politician or Wall 
Street banker. 

Sachs was the first high- 
profile American to declare 
interest in the job, after cur¬ 
rent president Robert Zoel¬ 
lick announced two weeks 
ago that he was would step 
down on June 30, at the end 
of his five-year term. 

"My quest to help end 
poverty has taken me to more 
than 125 countries, from 


mega-city capitals to moun- 
taintop villages, from rain for¬ 
est settlements to nomadic 
desert camps," Sachs wrote in 
the Washington Post on Friday. 

"Now I hope it will take 
me... to the presidency of the 
World Bank. I am eager for 
this challenge." 

Sachs, 57, directs the 
Earth Institute at Columbia 
University and is a special 
adviser to UN Secretary Gen¬ 
eral Ban Ki-moon. 

His announcement opened 
the fight for the job running 
the World Bank, which has 
always been held by an 
American since it was 
launched in 1945.

Kenya launches huge port 
project 

EAMU (AFP) - Kenya 
launched the construction of 
a massive port, railway and 
refinery Friday near a UN¬ 
ESCO-listed Indian Ocean 
island in a project it bills as 
the biggest ever in an 
African nation. 

Kenyan President Mwai 
Kibaki, Ethiopian Prime 
Minister Meles Zenawi and 
South Sudanese President 
Salva Kiir unveiled a plaque 
in a ceremony to mark the 
official start of building 
work near Lamu island in 
Kenya's southeast. 

Nairobi hopes the $24.5 
billion (18.5 -billion-euro) 
scheme will turn the east 
African country into a re¬ 
gional economic hub and 
propel it to become a mid¬ 
dle-income economy in the 
next two decades. 

The port to be con¬ 
structed with 32 berths and 
be connected to Ethiopia 
and oil-rich South Sudan by 
a super-highway, a railway 
and a pipeline to export 
Juba's crude. 

S&P downgrades Nokia 
over dwindling smart¬ 
phone share 

HELSINKI (AFP) - Stan¬ 
dard and Poor's downgraded 
mobile phone giant Nokia's 
rating by a notch, blaming 
especially the Finnish com¬ 
pany's difficulties in defend¬ 
ing its smartphone market 
share. 

S&P cut Nokia's long¬ 
term corporate credit rating 
to BBB- from BBB, with a 
negative outlook "reflecting 
the possibility of a further 
downgrade in the next two 
years," if the companies 
margins remain too weak 
and its cash holdings de¬ 
crease too much, the ratings 
agency said in a statement.

Investors hesitant as US stocks slip 

NEW YORK (AFP) - US stocks closed lower Friday with 
traders lacking any kind of news to spark enthusiasm for buy¬ 
ing. All the market energy seemed to go into driving smallish 
Nasdaq newcomer Yelp to a first day gain of over 60 percent, 
while blue chips languished and other tech stocks dropped 
on profit-taking. At the closing bell the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 3.94 points (0.03 percent) to 12,976.36. 
The broad-based S&P 500 lost 4.23 (0.31 percent) to 
1,369.86, while the tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite fell 12.78 
points (0.43 percent) to 2,976.19.

mains the stuff of legend in 
the NBA. 

On March 2, 1962, before 
a crowd of 4,124 in out-of- 
the-way Hershey, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Chamberlain made 36 of 
63 shots from the field and 28 
of 32 from the free throw line 
to score 100 points for the 
Philadelphia Warriors against 
the New York Knicks, a feat 
whose mythic status has only 
been enhanced by the lack of 
film or photographic record 
of the contest. 

Chamberlain and the War¬ 
riors hosted the Knicks in 
Hershey, then their secondary 
home, as part of the then- 
lowly NBA's bid to expand 
interest in the league. 

The most enduring image 
of the event is a post-game 
photo of Chamberlain holding 
up a piece of paper with the 
number "100" written on it. 

The Philadelphia 76ers 
planned to make up for the 
lack of hype in that pre-inter¬ 
net age with plenty of hoopla 
on Friday night, when they 
hosted the Golden State War¬ 


riors. 

"It's going to be all Wilt, all 
night long," 76ers chief exec¬ 
utive Adam Aron promised. 

Friday's game in Philadel¬ 
phia involves two franchises 
key to the Chamberlain story. 

The Warriors moved to 
San Francisco in 1962 and 
became the Golden State 
Warriors in 1971. 

When the Warriors moved, 
the Syracuse Nationals 
moved to Pennsylvania and 
became the Philadelphia 
76ers. 

Chamberlain moved with 
the Warriors to San Fran¬ 
cisco, but returned to 
Philadelphia in a trade to the 
Sixers in 1965. 

The Sixers bought the 
original court from the Her¬ 
shey arena — which had been 
in storage. 

Most of it will be pre¬ 
served, but fans at Friday's 
game will receive a two-inch 
square piece of the court to 
commemorate the anniver¬ 
sary. 

Halftime ceremonies will 
honor the family of Chamber- 
lain, who died of a heart at¬ 
tack at age 63 in 1999 after a 


career that included four 
Most Valuable Player awards, 
seven scoring titles, 13 All- 
Star appearances, and two 
NBA titles — with the 76ers in 
1967 and with the Los Ange¬ 
les Lakers in 1972. 

On that fateful night in 
Hershey, Chamberlain played 
all 48 minutes, leading the 
Warriors to a 169-147 victory. 

His free-throw shooting 
was especially noteworthy, 
given his career success rate 
of 51 percent from the line. 

As the years have passed, 
the idea that an offense-dri¬ 
ven NBA would see the 100- 
point game matched have 
faded. 

Los Angeles Lakers super- 
star Kobe Bryant has come 
closest, pouring in 81 points 
against Toronto on January 
22, 2006. 

Bryant believes the 100- 
point mark will be broken — 
someday. 

"Somebody will do it," 
Bryant said. "It probably 
won't happen in our lifetime 
or in the next lifetime, but it 
will happen." 

Others aren't so sure. 

"I'm not even sure a player 


can come close," said Port¬ 
land guard Jamal Crawford, 
who scored 52 points for 
New York against Miami in 
2007. 

"Scouting reports are so 
advanced, guys have a lot of 
pride and there's a lot of team 
defense. It would be hard for 
a person to score 100. After 
40, 50, guys are making ad¬ 
justments." 

Even Chicago Bulls great 
Michael Jordan never scored 
more than 69 points in one 
game. 

"One hundred points in a 
game," said former Denver 
star David Thompson, who 
scored 73 in a game against 
Detroit on April 9, 1978. 
"That's crazy."

DUBAI (AFP) - World num¬ 
ber one Novak Djokovic was 
beaten for the first time this 
year when his first tournament 
since his Australian Open tri¬ 
umph ended in a straight sets 
semi-final defeat to Andy Mur¬ 
ray at the Dubai Open. 

The triple Grand Slam final¬ 
ist beat the triple Grand Slam 
title-holder from Serbia 6-2, 7- 

5 to earn a final against Roger 
Federer today. 

Federer reached his 102nd 
career final with a 7-6 (7/5), 7- 

6 (8/6) win over Juan Martin 
Del Potro which earned him a 
chance of extending his record 
of Dubai titles to five. 

The Grand Slam record- 
holder from Switzerland beat 
the 2009 US Open champion 
from Argentina with a calm 
and solid performance in 
which he held all his service 
games throughout a fourth suc¬ 
cessive match. 

He also saved four set 
points in the second set 
tiebreak. 

Murray, who lost a thrilling 
Australian Open semi-final to 
Djokovic, gained revenge in an 
impressive display. 

It was an unpredictable 
match, with two or three sur¬ 
prising twists and turns, 
Djokovic attacking the net 
more than usual, but Murray 
being the better server and 
more consistent player. 

Murray could not hide his 
pleasure. 

That involved taking away 
time from Djokovic with con¬ 
sistent pressure and a better 


balanced mixture of attack and 
defence. 

He was helped by an indif¬ 
ferent spell from Djokovic, 
who played two poor service 
games in the first set and an¬ 
other early in the second. 

But when Murray tried to 
serve out for the match at 5-3 
in the second set he grew tense 
and missed the great opportu¬ 
nity, only to earn another after 
forcing Djokovic into driving 
errors three games later. 

This was his first victory 
over Djokovic in a completed 
match for nearly three years. 

It left an impression that his 
unbroken two-week stint of 
training in Miami had given 
him better preparation for this 
tournament than Djokovic, 
perhaps helping achieve a 
deeper focus. 

Djokovic, who received the 
Laureus World sportsman of 
the Year award in London and 
became the recipient of Ser¬ 
bia's highest civil award in 
Belgrade, endured this defeat 
not long after receiving these 
and other honours. 

Federer scored his third win 
this year over the dangerous 
Del Potro, who returned to the 
world's top 10 last month for 
the first time since wrist sur¬ 
gery in 2010 consigned him to 
a ranking close to 500. 

But it required Federer to 
make a fine comeback in the 
second set tie-break, in which 
he was 2-6 down, with four 
successive set points against 
him, before producing a won¬ 
derful six-point streak to close 
the match out.
